MR. SHAW’S ‘S DIPLOMACY. 


Secretary to Get by Ex by Executive Order 
the Coachman He Wants.

WASHINGTON, April 18.—The impres- 
sion is abroad that Secretary Shaw, not- 
withstanding that he has a rustic look, 
is not at all unsophisticated. The great 
grave digger controversy is over now, and 
Mr. Shaw scems certain to get the coach- 
man he wants. 

Civil Service Commissioner A. W. Cooley 
visited the Secretary to-day to “ square 
matters,’’ and at the end of the confer- 
ence it became generally understood that 
Mr. Shaw would not have to have his 
coach driven by the grave digger recom- 
mended by the commission, but would get 
the coachman he wanted, Robert Shep- 
ard; and this in spite of the civil service 
law. He will get him by Executive order, 
when the President gets back from -his 
vacation, 

All this has been accomplished by a lit- 
tle judicious publicity, and now there is 
a lurking twinkle in Mr. Shaw’s eye every 


words’ “ Civil Service Commission.” 

Mr. Shaw wanted a coachman, one who 
knew the streets of Washington thor- 
oughly, and Shepard filled the bill. But 
jthe Civil Service Commission refused to 
let him have Shepard because the latter 
had committed the indiscretion of trying 
the appointment through poalitical } 
backing, and -because he was fourth on 
the list.

Senate Recalls and Starts Bill 
Back to Him Unchanged. 


MAY FRAME NEW MEASURE 


Days That Bill Will Lie in 
Executive’s Hands. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, April 18.—--Because Gov. Hig- 


gins had not been abla to make up his 
mind what action he desired to take on 
the Mortgage Tax bill, the Legislature to- 
day recalled it by concurrent resolution, 


This action was taken just before recess 
in both Senate and Assembly. 

Before the Senate adjourned this after- 
noon it passed another concurrent reso- 
lution returning the bill to the Governor 
without any change having been made 
in it. The Assembly will be called on to 
join in this action this morning. 

Senator Brackett, who had objected to 
the recall of the bill, said: 

“It seems nonsensical to me that we 
should recall a bill from the Governor 
and thén send it back to him a few hours 
later’ without any change. I would like 
to know the purpose of such procedure.” 

“It is to give the Governor ten days in| 
which to consider the measure,” nen de 
Senator Raines. -‘‘ The time for him to 
act upon it would have expired to-morrow 
if we had not recalled it, and he was not 
quite ready to act.” 

The sending back of the measure without 
change came as a surprise. It was un- 
derstood that the program was for the 
Legislature to hold it ten days at least 
in an effort to have adopted an amend- 
ment exempting mortgages of the build- 
ing and loan associations and correcting 
numerous admitted defects. 

It is now said that an effort will be 
made to pass a new mortgage tax bill in 
perfected form. 

Gov. Higgins this evening said: 

“The recall of the bill will afford me 
additional opportunity to consider the 
measure. Some think there should be 
amendments. I will now have ten days 
additional in which to consider whether 
any amendments should be made.” 

The Governor added that amendments 
might not be necessary. That would be 
determined, he-said, when he had care- 
fully considered the criticised provisions. 

The flood of protest against the bill | 
continues unabated. No tax measure or 
proposed measure enacted in years has 
aroused anything like such opposition. 
Gov. Higgins has been made to feel the 
great political pressure against the bill 
through many Republican leade leaders.

Also Criticises Rockefeller in Speech 
to Des Moines Y. M. C. A.

ést channels ever hewn out by man? 

“Is it not queer that John D. Rocke- 
feller, who is said to be personally a man 
of good character, is said to have ac- 
quired a fortune of millions through a 
system whose ways are unquestionably 
wicked and unrighteous, and use it to 
build up humanity to a higher level?"’

A.-B. Cummins in a speech deliv- 
ered to-night at the annual dinner of 
the Young Men’s Christian Association of 
Des Moines.

The General Agents of the Equitable 
Life Assurance Society held three ses-~ 
sions yesterday in the Hotel Savoy. Res- 
olutions were adopted indorsing the 
courses pursued by President Alexander 
and Second Vice President Tarbell. The 
agents listened to an address by First 
Vice President James H. Hyde, but be- 
yond a demonstration made by one agent, 
who was quickly called to book, and a 
scene when Mr. Hyde referred to Mr. Tar-~- 
bell as “‘ having sold out his future inter- 
ests,” there was an almost total elimina- 
tion of personalities. Mr. Hyde made a 
fervid address to the agents, who listened 
to him quietly. Mr. Tarbell sald in reply 
to Mr. Hyde’s thrust that for his parté he 
would never pay anything back to the 
company. 

Among the other resolutions passed was 
one calling on Gov. Higgins and Superin- 
tendent of Insurance Hendricks to urge 
the Legislature to exercise its 
powers by enacting an amendmen 
charter of the Equitable to briny 
speedy mutualization of a real and last- 
ing kind.

‘I do not know who composed the syn- 
dicate which Mr. Hyde described as 
‘James H. Hyde and Associates.’ The 
records of this so-called syndicate are all 
in the possession of Mr. Hyde. I have 
been denied access to them, despite re- 
peated requests for the facts which they 
contain. I have repeatedly stated to Mr. 
Hyde that I would not be a participant in 
any syndicate formed for the purpose of 
selling securities underwritten by it to the 
society, and have cautioned him against 
involving himself in such a parti¢ipation. 

“Karly in January Mr. Hyde delivered 
to me two checks, aggregating $40,000. 
which he stated were profits from my 
allotted participation in certain syndi- 
cates, which I found upon prompt in- 
vestigation had underwritten securities 
to be sold concurrently to the society.

The sales all day amounted to about 
86,000 Shares, but most of this amount 
was traded in after the first break, when 
the price recovered to 177 and subse- 
quently on the second reaction to 171. 

The explanation most generally accepted 
of the extraordinary course of the stock 
was that many stop orders had. been 
placed in the market with the deliberate 
purpose of forcing the price down, prob- 
ably with a view of accumulating a large 
amount at the lower level that was es- 
tablished by these tactics.

reasonable return, or would be confise 
catory of the property of the railroad. 

Replying to questions, Mr. Morawetz 
said that Congress could not authorize 
courts to fix rates. It could confer upon 
the courts the power to determine if 
rate was excessively high, and the court 
in determining whether a rate was too 
high could be required to fix a maximum 
rate that could have been lawfully im- 
posed, but could not fix the rate for the 
future.

WASHINGTON, April 18.—in conclud- 
ing**his argument against the special 
franchise tax of New York State before 
; the United States Supreme Court to-day 
| Wiliam D. Guthrie of counsel for corpo- 

rations affected dealt with two conten- 
| tions: that the law impairs the obligation 
}of contracts under which the corpora- 
| tions acquired and own their franchises, 
| and that it operates to deny them due 
process of law. 

Speaking of the law as an “ experiment 
}in legislation’’ in the way of taxing 
| franchises for what are comprehensively 
|} termed public utilities, such as transpor- 
| tation, gas, electric lights, telephones, 
| &c., he said: 

“It is of great concern and interest to 
State Governments and to corporations 
| Similarly situated that this court shall in- 
dicate whether existing contracts grant- 
ing such franchises are protectell against 
impairment by this new form of subse- 
| quent legislation, and whether such leg- 
|islation must tax all owners of fran-/| 
chises engaged in substantially the same 
business and under substantially the 
|} Same conditions, with equality as far as 
| practicable. 

“If the present statute is upheld, it un- 
doubtedly will be followed by similar leg- 
islation in every State, and if it impairs | 
existing contracts and embodies unjust | 
and .discrimjnating provisions, it ought | 
not to be permitted to become a prece- 
dent, when an amendment of the statute | 
can, easily obviate the objections.”’ 

He dwelt upon the fact that the New 
York street car companies had been pay- | 
ing regular taxes on their property, real | 
and personal, and contended for . this | 
method of axation as opposed to a tax 
on franchises, He quoted the message of

“It is difficult to understand why, if | 
there was any implied contract, it was 
thus limited. The payment of general

statutes, Taxation on special franchisés, 
however, was unknown in the law of} 
New York, nor was it contemplated by 
the Legislature. 

“The Court of Appeals had decided that | 
such franchises did not come within the 
purview of any act of the Legislature and 
that a franchise was neither real nor} 
personal property, and could not be 
taxed. It was not until 1899, long after 
the various franchises of the relator had 
been acquired, that the subject of a spe- 


| cial franchise tax was considered, and it

In an article published on the 10th we 
remarked that “the Bureau of Statis- 
tics, under its present management, 
prudently refrains from giving to the 
people of the United States what used 
invariably to be given, and what we are 
clearly entitled to know, the amount of 
duties collected on each kind of im- 
ports and the rate ad valorem.” On 
more careful examination we find that 
this statement was incorrect. The bu- 
reau gives this information in its an- 
nual volume on Commerce and Naviga- 
tion and also in a separate document 
for distribution to those desiring it. Our 
mistaken impregsion was due to tne 
fact that the ad valorem rates were 
formerly calculated quarterly, a prac~ 
tice that was abandoned for sufficient 
reasons. We regret sincerely the injus- 
tice done to the bureau and to its 
Chief, Mr. O. P. AUSTIN. 


It now seems certain that the strike 
on the Italian railroad will fail. The 
firmness of the Government with ref- 
erence to the threat of a general strike 
and the sensible prudence of a consid- 
erable part of the railroad employés 
have discouraged the organized strik- 
ers, and train service is being resumed, 
Order everywhere has been strictly 
maintained and extensive measures 
have been taken to continue it. There 
is some talk as to the ‘‘terms”’ the 
strikers will accept from the Govern- 
ment, and these are reported to refer 
to abstinence from “ repression,’’ but it 
does not appear that there is any real 
intention by the Government to yield 
to pressure in this direction. The facts, 
however, throw a grim light on the 
troubles that are likely to accompany 
State or municipal operation of tran- 
sit lines in this country. What, for in- 
stance, would Mayor Dunne do in Chi- 
cago if the roads were all under hig 
control and a géneral strike were or- 
dered? 


The popular notion of cerebro-spinal 
meningitis, that it is infectious but not 
at all contagious, is challenged by Dr. 
Francis Huprr in his address before 
the State Medical Association. He cited 
facts to sustain the contention that 
the disease is both infectious and con- 
tagious, in that it is not only commu- 
nicated to numbers of people by condi- 
tions affecting the general public 
health, but directly from the sick to 
the well when the contact is sufficlent- 
ly intimate. Among those who have 
died of it during the present epidemic 
are many who do not live in bad neigh- 
borhoods, do not sleep in ill-ventilated 
bedrooms, and are not used to an un- 
cleanly environment. Evidently our 
views concerning it are properly sub- 
ject to revision, in the light of cur- 
rent experiences. The promise of abate- 
ment has not yet been realized. The 
deaths from cerebro-spinal meningitis 
in New York last week numbered 117, 
and since Jan. 1, 929. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Major DONALD Ross, 
now of the Liverpool 
School of Tropical Medi- 
cine and internationally 
eminent. both for his 
part in the early investigation of the rela- 
tion between mosquitos and disease and 
for the effective work of mosquito exter- 
mination done by him in various outlying 
parts of the British Empire, exultantly 
summarizes for The London Times a re- 
port just received by him from a district 
surgeon stationed at Port Swettenham, in 
the Federated Malay States. The task 
which confronted this official was as dif- 
ficult as a mosquito fighter ever faced. 
Two little towns, one of 3,500 and the 
other of 700 inhabitants, stand near each 
other at the mouth of the Klang River, 
surrounded by many miles of tropical 
marsh and jungle, and, except for the 
comparatively few foreigners, the popula- 
tion is utterly ignorant of all sanitary 
precautions or the need of them, In 1900 
the two towns were, as they always had 
been, hotbeds of malaria. Practically every 
house contained at least one sufferer from 
the disease, and two months after Port 
Swettenham was opened 41 out of 49 Gov- 
ernment quarters were infected and 118 of 
the 196 Government servants were at- 
tacked before the end of the first year. 
Then, on the recommendation of the dis- 
trict surgeon, strongly supported by his 
department chief, it was determined to 
abate the evil. No time was wasted with 
oil, but from the very first the resort was 
to draining and filling in. Swamps were 
obliterated, jungle and undergrowth 
cleared, and the surface water from the 
neighboring hills was diverted to a con- 
tour ditch, These and similar operations 
have cost up to date $13,000 in the smaller 
town and $29,500 in the larger.

It veered 
wildly from one side of the street to the 
other, banged into a car here, smashed 
a shop window there, and if it only man- 
aged to run down one small boy, that is 
due to the fact that Broadway crowds 
are trained to the minute in dodging all 
sorts of things, big and lit’ ., moving at 
every rate of speed. In another crowd 
the fatalities would doubtless have been 
many. And yet the automobile might 
have been expected to run, either in a 
straight line till it met an immovable ob- 
struction, or else to turn in a fairly per- 
fect circle till its power gave out. And 
why the runaway was not caught before 
it was is really remarkable. It stopped 
several times to grind its teeth—we mean 
its wheels—and yet nobody ventured to 
approach the monster until it was se- 
curely caught in a store door. We are 
learning new automobile possibilities 
every day. 


HARDENING OF COPPER. 


Only One of Many Exploded Fictions 
That Are Constantly Recurring. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your editorial brieflet in to-day's Issue, 
touching on the lost art of the ancients 
and the lamentations of the “ latter day ”’ 
idiots in relation to the hardening and 
tempering of copper is as a bright oasis 
in the metallic field. 

The metallurgist of to-day is, es com- 
pared to the guessing alchemist of buried 
centuries, like pure gold to iron pyrites, 
(‘‘ fools’ gold."’) As day on day advances, 
so does the mineralogist and metallurgist 
add item after item of acquired knowl- 
edge to that which he already possesses. 

There is no secret in the silly copper 
problem. That which hardens metallic 
iron and its products softens metallic 
copper and its products. We heat fron 
and cool it In water to harden it. The 
same treatment with copper softens it. 
To harden copper we heat it and allow it 
to cool in the atmosphere; to increase its 
hardness we impact or hammer it, after 
which, by careful grinding and shaping, 
soft pine may be cut with a copper knife. 
Soft stone may be cut with a copper cold 
chisel, and just here ends the whole mat- 
ter. 

We have to-day a few publications with 
titles which would lead the world at large 
to accept or infer that they are technical 
journals of value. The publishers and 
main staff are most usually innocent of 
practical knowledge and accept and pub- 
lish almost anything which comes along, 
right or wrong, so long as it {8 gratis. 
Most of their contributors are loaded up 
with silly egotism and flatter themselves 
they are the quintessence of important 
discoveries. They resurrect and bring to 
the surface silly theories which have been 
exploded for centuries. Chief among their 
hobbies are the copper folly and a new 
compound for “fluxing”’’ iron and tts 
products. They have not the least scin- 
tilla of the chemistry of iron or anything 
else.

BUSINESS MEN AT FAULT. 


Thelr Avoidance of Jury Duty.at the 
Root of Present Evils. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The experience of the writer as a juror 
within the past few months was quite 
similar to that of Mr. Dash. .It was my 
lot to serve upon juries {n accident ‘canes, 
nearly all of which were actions brought 
against the corporation at the present 
time .operating the surface lines in the 
Boroughs of Manhattan and the Bronx. 

The jurors were most carefully exam- 
imped by the attorneys for both sides, and 
@ great deal of time was invariably 
consumed before a jury acceptable to 
both sides was obtained. Wach juror ac- 
cepted stated unqualifiedly that he was 
without prejudice against the corpora- 


tion, 


I was amazed, when the jury adjourned | 


to the jury room for meditation after 
hearing the testimony in the first case, 
to hear several jurors openly advocate 
the following sentiments: 

A man should have damages in an adci- 
dent case whether fault on the part of 
the defendant was proved or not, (in case 
the plaintiff was a poor man,) because 
the corporation was rich. 

Employes of the street railway com- 
panies should never be believed, even un- 
der oath, because the street railway com- 


panies would discharge them if they told | 


the truth. 

The Judge's charge should not be ac- 
cepted as final on a question, becatise 
the Judges were corrupted and biased and 
feed by the large corporations for im- 
properly charging the juries. 

It being my first experience as a juror, 
I was dumfounded by such rank exhibi- 
tions of prejudice and anarchism. I was 
equally impressed with the fact, how- 
ever, that enough sensible, high-class 
business men usually get on the juries to 


at least bring about a disagreement in | 


such a case. That we do get a proportion 


of thinking men on the juries is the safe- | 


guard of the whole system, and although 
a disagreement is an expensive expedient, 
it often is the preventive of rank injus- 
tice. 

If business men really knew the dangers 
that exist in their failure to do jury duty 
—certainly one of the most important of 
all civic duties and one of the last that 
should be shirked—they would see to it 
that their names were added to the list 
of eligible jurors. 

The Socialist and Anarchist is always 
ready to serve upon a jury, for the op- 
portunity he ‘gets to strike at the cor- 
porations, and it ts remarkable that mis- 
carriages of justice are not the rule 
rather than the exception (as they really 
are) under the present practice of our 
solid men to avoid jury duty.

The mortgage tax law provides that a 
tax shall be imposed upon debts and obli- 
gations and upon the mortgages securing 
the same, and that said tax shall be im- 
| posed upon “all paper writings evidenc- 
ing the same against the legal and equi- 
| table owners of said debts, obligations, 
| and securities, whoever they may be, 
and wherever they may reside.” 
| The Supreme Court of the United States 
in the case of the Cleveland P. & A. R. R, 
| V8. Pennsylvania, reported in (82 U. &.,) 
|15 Wallace, 826, has held: 

“That a mortgage being a mere chose 
nm action, it only confers upon the holder. 
or the party for whose benefit the 
mortgage is given a right to proceed 
against the property mortgaged, upon 
@ given contingency, to enforce by 
its sale the payment of his demand. 
The right has no locality independ- 
ent of the party in whom it resides. 
It may undoubtedly be taxed by the State 
when held by a resident therein, but 
| when held by a non-resident it is as 
much beyond the jurisdiction of the State 
aus the person of the owner.” 

The court has held that this rule pre- 


vails whether the mortgage is made before 


or after the passage of a law taxing the 
same. 


| According to this ruling all that will be 
| necessary to do in order to evade the pay- 
ment of taxes under the mortgage tax 
law is to make the mortgage payable to a 
non-resident. <A pretty condition of af-

A Marvel of Dingleyism.

A Philadelphia company has recently placed 
an order in England for 30,000 tons of pig iron, 
| which it will convert into steel rails in this 
| country and export to South America. As the 
pig iron comes in practically free of duty, the 
company receiving a drawback of 99 per cent. 
| of duties paid upon the export of the rails, the 
| ratlroads of South America are thus able to 
| take advantage of the cheap raw materia! of 
England in this indirect manner. The railroads 
of the United States cannot do this, however, 
as the pig iron would have to pay a stiff duty 
if intended for domestic consumption, and they 
must pay the $28 per ton demanded by the 
| street rail pool. This is one of those beauties 
lof the protective tariff system that are con- 
| tinually cropping out. If American railmakers 
|can, in open competition with those of Eng- 
| land, buy their raw material in that country, 
| pay the ocean freight to America, manu- 
facture the rails here, pay the added freight on 
| the finished product to South America, and do 
'all this at a profit, underbidding the English 
| manufacturer, their profits on their sales to 
| American roads must be very gratifying to 
their stockholders.

SPORTS AT COLUMBIA. 


Excellent Showing of the Minor Teams 
—Wrestliers Elect Officers. 


Columbia University’s minor teams have 
made no unefiviable record this year. In 
basketball, fencing, swimming, gymnastics, 
and wrestling the Morningside colleglans have 
been well to the front. 

The record of the basket ball team shows an 
unbroken list of victories covering a period of 
two years. In that time the best college teams 
in the country have been met and successively 
defeated by comfortable margins. Yale, Cor- 
nell, Princeton, Pennsylvania were defeated in 
the intercollegiate league, and the two Western 
aspirants to basket ball honors, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota, were also taken into camp. Since 
the integcollegiate season closed’ the Columbia 
team has practically been playing for the New 
York Athletic Club, and has won the Metro- 
politan championship for that club. 

In: fencing the Blue and White team made 4 
magnificent showing, finishing third in the 
intercollegiate meet at the New York Athletic 
Club, and headed the college list, first and 
second places going to Annapolis and West 
Point respectively. In the dual meets Columbia 
defeated Pennsylvania, Cornell, and Harvard, 
and lost to Annapolis and West Point. At the 
intercollegiate meet Columbia, man for man, 
triumphed over both the Army and Navy. The 
freshman fencing team did not lose a meet 
during the season. Fred Lage, Captain of the 
"Varsity team, won the. individual intercol- 
legiate fencing championship. 

The Blue and White gymnastic team de- 
feated Harvard in a dual meet at New York, 
and captured the intercollegiate meet at 
Princeton in easy manner from the Yale ag- 
gregation, which was second. Webster Lance 
Benham won the intercollegiate championship 
onthe parallel bars, and Thomas /H. Burch 


captured first honors on the flying tings. The 
gymnastic team has never finished worse than 
second in the intercollegiate meet, and a num- 
ber of times has scored a victory. 

The swimming team defeated Yale in the 
championship water polo game in New York, 
and played a game with the New York Ath- 
letic Club team and lost by the close score of 
1 to 0. The University of Pennsylvania water

Wrestling was a new sport this year, and 
Columbia finished second to Yale in the inter- 
collegiate meet under the auspices of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania at Philadelphia. The 
New Havenites defeated Columbia twice in 
dual meets. 

Robert C. Leroy captured the individual 
championship at the last intercollegiate tennis 
t@urnament. 

This list of wins shows that tn the so-called 
minor sports at least Columbia compares 
favorably with any of the other colleges. Five 
intercollegiate champlonships have fallen to 
the lot of the Morningside collegians this year, 
and the most representative colleges of the 
East have been beaten. 


Prospects for Columbia University’s track 
team continue to improve, favorable reports 
being constantly received from the training 
quarters at William’s Bridge. The latest per- 
formance of note was that of J. H. A. Will- 
fams, the star pole vaulter, who recently in 
practice cleared the bar at 11 feet 3 inches. 
This betters the Columbia record for the event 
by two inches, the previous figures being 11 
feet 1 inch, made by J. B. Smith May 22, 1897. 
Ernie Hjertberg, the trainer of the team, says 
he expects Williams to do 11 feet 6 inches be- 
fore the end of the season. George Bull, the 
freshman sprinter from St. Mark’s School, 
showed up well in a trial for the 100-yard dash, 
going the distance in 103-5 seconds without 
very great effort. In the half-mile Ferris S. 
Hetherington went the distance in 2 minutes 


42-5 seconds, quite a creditable performance, 
considering that it is his forst year as a mem- 
ber of the 'Varsity squad.

Both at the base line and at the net 
Holeombe Ward and Beals C. Wright, 
the National champions in doubles, out- 
played their opponents, Wylie Cameron 
Grant and Edward B. Dewhurst, yester- 
day in the final match of the lawn tennis 
doubles on the courts of the St. Nicholas 
Rink.

Dewhurst following 
showed g00d speed and was able to win 
his game at 30, despite the fact that both 
Ward and Wright got up to the net in 
splendid fashion. Then came the first 
deuce point game of the match, in which 
Grant and Dewhurst had their opponents 
at 40 love on the nets and outs of the 
champion team. Net rallies, which 
brought about the fiercest sort of ex- 
changes, followed these points, Ward 
demonstrating his right to the title by 
crossing the ball and passing cleanly 
through the opposing court until he 
brought the points to deuce. During this 
early portion of the play Ward fairly 
carried Wright along with him, and they 
finally took the game by two splendidly 
played passes along the side alleys. 
Grant won his service on the rext game, 
although he was distinctly off on his 
first ball, and his second service proved 
rather weak. Dewhurst’s splendid all- 
around gets and hard hitting brought the 
game off for their side, and the promise 
was of a hard-fought match. But the 
opposing team were only finding their 
stroke, and they seemed to reach it in 
the next game, for on the sixth game of 
the set they won. the only love game of 
the contest. With the score at 5—2 on 
games Ward and Wright slackened their 
pace somewhat, so that Grant and Dew- 
hurst were able to score, but on the next 
game the champions won the set at 6—3. 

While the points did not fall as closely 
in the second set, it was easily the best 
of the competition. Ward and Wright 
took the first two games before Grant 
and Dewhurst were-able to score. The 
champion pair tried some lobbing in this 
set, and accomplished their intention with 
remarkable accuracy and success. The 
ball fell deep and kept Grant and Dew- 
hurst on the run between the net and 
base line. This change of speed worked 
its result on the returns of the indoor 
team. They either used too much length 
on their drives or, using too little, sent 


the ball into the net, Ward and Wright 
scoring on their faulty returns. In this 
set also Grant’s service appeared to lose 
its strength, and neither he nor Dewhurst 
displayed the top form that was notice- 
able in their contest on the previous day 
the Wrenn brothers. Several 
had games well in hand at 30 
ve, but Ward’s resourcefulness 
managed to bring the points to deuce and 
win. The set ended at 6—2. 
The third and final set was played very

/No Decision Yet by Road’s Committec 


New Rails Ordered. 


The Executive Committee of the Pana- 
ma Railroad held its first meeting yester- 
day after the reorganization at the of- 
fices of the company, 21 State Street, and 
took. up the mooted subject of through 
rates on Isthmian traffic, It was said 
after the meeting that no decision had 
been reached regarding a reduction from 
the rates now in force.

will maintain its corporate existence, al- 
though the Government now owns every 
share of the stock. The outside business 
will net the Government a _ handsome 
profit. The carrying of freight for the 
Canal Commission will be charged for at 
regular rates, just as outside freights will 
pay, but it will be merely a matter of 
bookkeeping as far as the Government Is 
concerned.”

GIRL CHALLENGES TALESMAN | 


Trembies and Fleshes When She Hears 
Verdict of Guilty Brought In 


Against Burglar. 





The filling of three seats in the jury 
box was the result of the first day’s ses- 
sion in the new trial of Nan Patterson, 
the former “ Florodora’’ chorus girl, who 
is charged with shooting and killing 
“ Caesar’’ Young. on June 3, 1908. The 
| three jmen found acceptable by both sides 
are Lovell M, Aldrich of 258 East Sixty- 
eighth Street, formerly Superintendent of 
the American Ice Company; John H. 
Splint of 212 East Forty-eighth Street, a 
tea and coffee dealer, and Julius Gold- 
stone of 121 St. Nicholas Avenue, a mem- 
ber of the firm of J. & F. Goldstone, silk 
manufacturers. All three are married 
men, 

The trial, which is being held before Re- 
corder Goff in Part Il. of the General 
Sessions Court, was delayed till nearly 
noon yesterday because of another case. 
All those connected with the case were 
on hand in time, however, together with 
a small army of curiosity seekers. The 
latter were to a large extent disappoint- 
ed, the Recorder having stiffened his cus- 
tomarily strict rules for the occasion. No 
women were let in, and only men who had 
some business in court were admitted. 

Assistant District Attorneys Rand and 
Garvan appeared for the prosecution, 
while the accused girl, now as at the pre- 
vious two trials, was represented by Abra- | 
ham Levy, George Simpson, and Daniel 
O'Reilly. Beside Mr. Levy a seat was oc- | 
cupied by Nan Patterson, She was dressed | 
in black, a touch of white in the hat being | 
the only thing used to break the sombre- 

ess of her attire. She was apparently 
in much better health and spirits than for 
ja long time. Once, when counsei on both 
sides had found a talesman acceptable, he 
was challenged by Mr. Levy at the direct 
jrequest of the girl, who seemed to read 
some hostile spirit in his appearance. 

Remaining calm and self-possessed dur- 
ing the formal proceedings, the girl was 
startled into a show of emotion when the 
jury in the case against one Nolan, 
charged with burglary, was permitted to 
interrupt the proceedings in order to re- 
port a verdict. As the word ‘ Guilty” 
was pronounced by the foreman the girl 
trembled visibly. Then she flushed deep- 
ly and sank back into her seat. | 

Twenty-three talesmen were examined 
during the day. Three of these were ac- 
cepted; one, Charles M. Wales of 567 
West One Hundred and Thirteenth Street,

WHY SMITHS STAYED AWAY.

On Advice of Their Counsel, Charges 
Jerome in*Court. 


That District Attorney Jerome gained 
possession of the correspondence of J. 
Morgan Smith and his wife, the brother- 
in-law and sister of Nan Patterson, to 
good purpose, became evident yesterday 
when he told Justice Foster in court that 
the Smiths had been kept out of the 
jurisdiction of this State for nine months 
by the advice of their counsel. Lawyér 
| Herbert R. Limburger, the present coun- 
sel of the couple, wanteli .to deny the} 
charge, but he had to be satisfied with 
calling the attention of the court to the 
fact that his legal connection with the 
Smiths began after the act or acts re- 
ferred to by Mr. Jerome. When the Dis- 
trict Attorney was asked who the counsel 
were that advised the Smiths, he replied 
in his characteristic manner: 

‘*How can I tell? The letters contained 
only initials.’ 

After a long conference between Mr. 
Limburger on one side and Abraham 


Nan Patterson, on the other, Mr. Lim- 
burger served notice on Assistant District 
Attorney Howard S. Gans, who repre- 
sents Mr, Jerome in the suit brought be- 
fore Justice Gaynor of Brooklyn to settle 
the ownership of the J. Morgan Smith 
letters confiscated at Cincinnati, that, 
when the hearing in that suit is held this 
morning at Flushing, he will file an addi- 
tional affidavit as basis for a motion call- 
ing for the personal exumination of Mr. 
Jerome and Mr. Rand. 

The affidavit will set forth that Mr. 
Limburger has reason to believe that the 
letters and documents concerned in the 
injunction granted by Justice Gaynor on 
Saturday, and supposed to have been 
turned over by Mr. Rand last Monday, are 
still in the possession of Mr. Jerome or 
some of his assistants. In his affidavit 
Mr. Limburger declares that the package 
turned over to him by Mr. Rand con-! 
tained nothing but empty envelopes, | 
newspaper clippings, and toilet articles. 

Mr. Jerome's little bomb was sprung in 
Part I. of the General Sessions Court yes- 
terday morning, when Mr. Limburger’s 
motion for permission to inspect the 
Grand Jury minutes was being argued, a 
motion which the counsel based in part 
on the fact that his clients had had ne 
examination before a Magistrate. 

“The defendants left the jurisdiction of 
this State when they could have had such 
examination,’’ Mr. Jerome broke in. “1 
charge in an affidavit filed to-day, by in- 
formation and belief, that they stayed 
away by advice of their counsel. The 
evidence On which I make this affidavit 
is available, and if the court desires to 
see the evidence relating to that part, or| 
to their flight, I will produce it.”’ 

Mr. Jerome called on Mr. Limburger to 
put his general denial of the charge into | 
a sworn affidavit, and Judge Fostex, in- | 
terrupted to suggest to the counsel” for 
the defendants: 

“Your clients are within easy reach 
now; just across the street, and you can 
enstty get their affidavits. I'll give you 

1 to-morrow to file any affidavits you 
ony, wee necessary. In the meantime, 
reserve decision on your motion.”’
